fhe fhould furvive his Majefty, of 100,000/. 
per Ann. during her Life, together with his. 
Majefty’s Palace of Somerfet-Houfe, and the 
Lodge and Lands at Richmond old Park. 2. 
That his Majefty be enabled to Charge the faid 
100,000 J. per Ann. on all, or any of the Du- 
ties or Revenues’ for the better Support of his 
Majefty’s Houfhold, cc. which fhall fubfift 
after his Majefty’s Demife. ‘This Bill was read 
the third Timeon the 14th, pafled, and fent 
up tothe Lords. 

On Adonday the 17th his Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and gave the Royal Aiffent to 
thefe two Bills, as alfo to an Act to enable his 
Maje/?y to be Governor of the South Sea Company ; 
and an Act for continuing the Imprifonment « 
Robert Blackburne aad others, for the Afaffina- 
tron Pict again? King William. After which, 
his Majefty made a moft gracious Speech to

both Houfes, and Prorogued the Parliament, 
which was afterwards Difiolved by Proclamation 
on the 5th of Augu/t. 

On the 8th of ‘fuly, the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
Gon, with many Aidermen, the Recorder, Shee 
riffs, great Numbers of Common-Council Men, 
and other eminent Citizens, Merchants and 
‘Traders of the faid City, went to St. “fames’ss 

vitha Train of above 200 Gentlemens Coaches, 
and prefented an Addrefs of Condolence and 
Congratulation to his Majefty. It might feem 
range that the City did not Addrefs fooner, 
and that at laftit wasdone in this Manner : But 
the Reafon was, thaton the 22d of ‘Fune, a Com- 
mon Council being called to confider of an Ad- 
drefs, and a Committee of four Aldermen and 
eight Commonets being appointed to draw one 
up, when they came to report their Draughe, 
Objections were made againit feveral Para- 
grapns, as containing Reflections on the Iate 
Reign and Adminiftration, and feem ng to dice 
tate tohis Majefty: And when the Queftion 
came to be put upon each Claufe,-whether it 
fhould ftand Part of the Addrefs, the fieft Pa-. 
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ford preached the Coronation Sermon, and

ragraph that was Objedcted to was carried by a 
Majority of the Commoners, but was rejected 
by the Court of Aldermen, who put their Ne- 
eative upon it; and the Sticklers for the 
Draught infifting upon having ai! of it or none, 
the whole Addrefs was at laft rejected. Anda 
few days after, an Addrefs of another Stamp 
was fet on Foot, and carriedon with great Vi- 
cour and Induftry, by Way of Subfcription, at 
feveral Coffee Houfes: Which was the Ad- 
drefs mentioned to have been pretented, as 
above. 

On Wednefday, Ofober 11, the Coronation 
of their Majefties King George I. and Queen 
Carcline was performed with as much Pomp, 
(Srandeur and Magnificence as ever was known 
on the like Occafion. The Lord Bilhop of Ox- 


Day was Solemnized with extraordinary 
monttrations of Joy throughout all his 
jefty’s Dominions. 

The King, Queen and Royal Family havin 
received an humble [nvitation from the City 
to dine at Guildhall on the Lord Mayor’s Day, 
{which this Year was on Monday the 3oth ot 
Odtober 3 and his Majefty’s Birth.-Day) their 
Majelties, the Princefs- Royal and the Princets 
Caroline, came into Cheap/ide about three in the 


Afternoon, attended by the great Officers of 


the Court, and a numerous Train of the No- 
bility and Gentry in their Coaches ; and faw 
the Lord Mayor’s Proceifion from a Baicony 
near Bow Church. “Phen their Majefties and 
the Princefies being conduted by the Sheritts 
to Guildhall, the Lord Mayor at the Entrance 
kneeled, and prefented the Sword to the King, 
who was pleafed to return it to his Lordfhip ; 
and he carried it before his Majefty up to the 
Council-Chamber ; where Mr. Recorder made 
the Compliments of the City in an elegant 
Speech. From hence their Majefites and the 
Princefles went to the Hu/fings, where they were 
entertained at a moft noble and funiptuous 
Dinner; after which their Majefties returned 
to the Council- Chamber, with the Princefles, 
and wereprefent ata Ral! till Eleven o’Clock 
at Night, when they returned to St. ‘Famnes’s, 
with the fame State they came. 

In December, Mr. Richard Savege (natural 
Son tothe Jate karl Rivers) and Mr. ‘ames 
Gregery, were Tried for the Murder of 
Mr. Sinclair, at Robinfon’s Coffee- Houfe at Cha- 
ring-Crof/s, and both tound Guilty: But it ap- 
pearing, when the Report was made to his Ma- 
jelty, that the unfostunaute Death ef Mr, 
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Sinclair happened in a fudden, Midnight drank. 
en Quarrel, without any premeaitate Mialice, 
with fome other favourable Circumftances, his 
Majefty was pleafed to Reprieve them during 
leafure 3; and fome Time after they both re- 
ceived his Majefty’s moft gracious Pardon. 

Notwithftanding the Attempts towardsa ge- 
neral Pacification, the Affairs of Kurope con. 
tinued for feveral Months under great Uncer- 
tainty, and did not feem to be In a much bet- 
ter Situation till towards the End of this Year, 
The preliminary Articles were indeed figned by 
all the Powers concerned, before the Death of 
his late Majefty, and in Confequenceof it, there 
was a Ceffation of Hoftilities between Grea;- 
Britain and Spain, and the Siege of Gibralter 
was fufpended. In Fuly the Ratifications of 
the Preliminary Articles for a general Pacifica- 
tion by the Emperor, King of Great-6ritain, 
the moft Chrifiian King, and the States Ge- 
neral, were mutually exchanged by the Mi- 
nifters of thofe refpediive Powers; but Dif- 
ficulties were ftarted by the Court of Stain, 
concerning the Execution of the Articles, par- 
ticularly with refpe&t to theactual railing of the 
Siege of Gibraltar, which Great- Britain in- 
fifted on, and Spain didnotcare to comply with 
till Admiral Hofer fhould return with his Squa- 
dron from the /Ve/?- Indies ; and the Reftitution 
of the Ship Prince Frederick, belonging to the 
South-Sea Company. Thus by the Chicanes 
of the Court of Spain, inthe Execution of the 
Preliminaries, a great deal of Time was taken 
up in littl more than difpatching Expreffes 
after Exprefles from one Court to another ; 
till towards the End of the Year Matters be- 
gan a little to clear up, and the King of Spain 
promifed to draw off his Forces from Gibraltar, 
as foon as he fhould be informed that Admiral 
Wager had received Orders to quit the Coafls 
of Spain with his Squadron. 

On ‘Fanuary 23, the New Parliament met 
at Ve/iminffer, and the Commons unanimoufly 
chofe Arthur Onflow, Efq; Knight of the Shire 
for the County of Surrey, to be their Speaker, 

On the 27th, his Mejefty opened the Seffion 
With a Speech to both Houfes, in which he told 
them, he was very fenfible of the difagreeable 
and uneafy Situation in which our Affairs had 
been for fome Time: That Preliminary Ar- 
ticles for a general Pacification were fome Time 
avo figned, and accepted by the contracting 
Parties on both Sides ; and although the Kati-

Murphy ; but this could no way relate to vir- 
tuous Innocence, which made Amelia perufe 
the Note a fecond Time, and then the recollec- 
ted that it was Mrs. Bennet’s Hand-writing, 
which fhe knew by having feena Letter of her’s 
to Mrs. Eli/on, wrote at the Time of her 
Hufband’s Death; upon which fhe went im- 
mediately to Mrs. Bennet’s Lodging to have the 
Note explained. 
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Mrs. Bennet gave Amelia an Account of her 

elancholy Hiltory, from which it appeared, 
that Mrs. El/:/on was not a Relation of my 
Lord’s, buta Bawd employed by him to tempt 
and betray the Innocent; that fhe had been be- 
trayed by her, which fhe feared had been the 
Death of her Hufband, though the Phyficians 
imputed it to another Caufe, and that fhe was 
convinced, there was fome fuch Plot laid againtt 
her, which was the Caufe of that Note. After 
this, fhe confefied her being married to Mr, 
Atkinfon, which fhe had f{carce done, when he 
came in, and told Amelia of her Husband’s be. 
ing arrefted at the Suit of Dr. Harrifon, Mr. 
Booth had fome Time before received a very 
angry Letter irom the Doé¢tor, then at Paris, 
which fhewed, that fome malicious Tales had 
been wrote to the Doctor concerning him, but 
he thought, that as foon as he {aw him, he could 
eafily convince him of their Falthood, for which 
he had no Opportunity, as he had not heard 
of the Doctor’s being returned to England ; and 
he was trapanned into this Arre{t, while his 
Amelia was at Mrs. Bennet’s, by a Fellow in the 
Drefs of a Footman, who came running, and 
told him, that fhe was taken violently ill, and 
carried into Mrs. Chenevix’s Toy-fhop, on 
which, without reflecting, he ran to fee her,

Over the Chimney is placed a very curious 
Bafs-relief, carved by Mr. Rysdrack, and pre- 
fented by him, reprefenting Chidren employ- 
ed in Navigation and Hufbandry, being the 
Employment to which the Children of this 
Hofpital are deitined. 

The other Ornaments of the Room were al- 
fo given by feveral ingenious Workmen, who 
had been employed in the Building the Hofpital, 
and were willing to contribute to it. 

The Stucco Work was given by Mr. /V¥illiam 
Wilton, ‘The Marble Chimney by Mr, Deval. 
The Table with its Frame inriched with carv- 
ing, by Mr. ‘fcbn Sanderfon ; and the Glafs by 
Mr. Hallat. 

In the other Rooms of the Hofpital are the 
Pi€ures of feveral Governors and Benefactors, 
viz. Mr. Thomas Coram, by Mr. Eogarth; Mr. 
Milner and Mr, ‘Facobfon, by Mr. Audfon; Dr. 
Mead, by Mr. Ramfey 5 and Mr. Lmerfon, by 
Mr. Highmore. 

And in the Dining room isa large and beau- 
tiful Sea-piece, reprefenting an L£n»glifh Fleet 
in the Downs, by Mr. Monamy. 

At the fame Time alfo were given by Mr. 
ives, four Shields cut in Lead o! good W ork- 
manfhip, which are placed over the Charity 


Boxes with proper Infcriptions thereon ; and 
feveral other Artifts have promifed to contribute 
their Labours to the further Ornamenting the 
Hofpital and Chapel, fo foon as it fhall be erec- 
ted. For which they were returned the Thanks 
of the Corporation, and an Infcription was or- 
dered to be put up in the Hofpital, to inform 
the Public, that thofe Ornaments of the Hof- 
pital were the Benefa€tions of the feveral Ar- 
tifts, whofe Names are wrote thereon ; it be- 
ing affixed, and, as is hoped, an unalterable Re- 
folution of the Governors, that no Part of the 
Money given to this Hofpital be expended in 
any Thing but what ts ufeful and neceffary to 
anfwer the good Intentions of the Benfaétors. 

On the firft of AZay, 1747, the firft Stone of 
the Chaple was laid in the Prefence of a nume- 
rous Affembly of Perfons of Diftinétion ; on 
which Stone was a Copper- plate with an In- 
fcription mentioning the time when it was laid, 
and a large Collection was made for carrying 
on that neceflary Work which is now finifhed, 
and tho’ fitted up in the plaineft Manner is 
generally efteemed a very elegant Building. 

And tho’ the Governours ftritly adhere to 
their Refolutions of not expending any of the 
Money given to the ufe of the Charity in Things 
meerly ornamental, yet the Chaple is decently 
adorned. 

The Chevalier Ca/afis having given an ele- 
gant Picture which he painted to be placed o- 
ver the Communion-Table, reprefenting the 
Wife Men’s Offering to our Saviour, Gold, 
Frankincenfe and Myrrh. 

The Rails of the Communion-Table are of 
Iron of excellent Workmanfhip, the Gift of 
Mr. Wagg, his Majefty’s Smith. 

The Covering of the Communion-T able, 
and Type for the Pulpit are of crimfon Velvet, 
richly fringed and embroidered with Gold, the 
Gift of Mr. Rea/on, his Majefty’s Upholflerer. 

And the fine Organ, is the Gift of the ini- 
mitable Mr. Handel, whofe admirable Compo- 
fitions and excellent Performances of facred 
Mutfic have been of the greateft Bencfit to this 
Charity, on which Occafions, not only the 
Skill but the Charity of the Gentlemen of the 
King’s Chapel, and of the Choir: of St. Pant’s 
and We/lminfier have always been remarkable. 

In November, 1748, the Governors obferving 
that the Manufaéture of Silk was too effeminate 
for the larger Boys, who were then near feven 
Years old, refolved that the Boys fhould be em- 

ployed 
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Air, and inured to 2 
Changes of Weath r, and therefore appointed 
Committe ee, and caufed Advertifements to e 
publifhed to make proper Inquiries what Manu- 
fatures would be moft fuitable for this Purpofe; 
which Committee, having received and ex- 
amined the feveral Propofals made to them, re- 
ported that the Manufacturing of Hemp and 
Flax into Twine, mau Cordage Lines, and al- 
fo into fifhing ard other Nets, was the moft 
proper | 8 ear for the Employment of the 
Boys ; in purfuance of which the general Com- 
mittee refolved that a “Trial be made in employ- 
ing the Boys in the Manufacturing of Hemp as 
recommended, being laborious and to be per- 
formed in the Air, and in every Refpect con- 
fiftent with their Deftination to Navigation and 
Hufbandry ; and alfoin employing them in the 
Garden and Bufinefs of the Houle, according 
to their Strength and Capacity. ‘This fhews 
how foon Children may be ct a in iabour 
ufeful to the Public. 

And that the Girls fhould be inftruéted and 
employed inall Sorts of Hovfhold Work in the 
Kitchin, Laundry, and Chambers, to make 
them fit for Service ; and alfo in fewing, knit- 
ting, and fpinning ; and, if more than fufhei- 

ent for thefe Purpofes, to be employed in wind- 
ing Silk, or making Nets. 

‘On the 29th of March, 1749, the General 
Court being informed of the Increafe of Bene- 
factions to this Charity, and of the Number of 
Children, and that it was proper the Boys 
fhould be kept feparate from the Girls, gave 
Directions for Building the other Wing of the 
Hofpital, and referred it to the Committee to 
carry on that Work as {oon as pofhble. 

The Benefactions and Legacies given appear 
by Tables placed in the great Room of the 
Hofpital. 

The Annual Sub{cription by a Book ‘in the 
Cuftody of the Steward ; but in the Suins, hi- 
therto given, are very deficient to anfwer the 
intended Extenfivenefs of this Charity. The 

ood Confequences which this Nation may de- 
rive from it, are fo apparen i that it is to be 
hoped fi uch Encouragements will be given to it, 
that this He ofpital may foon ns a Receptacle to 
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ail fuch poor Chi! dren asfha!l be brought to it.

appear equally Guilty without having any 
Caufe to reproach myfelf. The Perfon who 
cave me thefe Wounds Yetterday in the Wood 
is a Lord of the City of Ba/ra, who about 
ten Years ago received me into his Famiily. 
Both my Parents died’'when I was no more than 
iix Years old, and left me expofed to every 
Species of Diftrefs, nor did any offer me A fiift- 
ance or Protection, till Carizm, the Lord whom 
I before mentioned, having feen me by Acci- 
dent, and being pleafed with my Looks, and 
touched at my Diftrefs, would not leave me to 
the uncertain Bounty of the Publick, or the 
Temptations of Mifery. He took me to his 
Houfe, educated me as his Daughter, and was 
charmed with my Improvement. My Beauty 
and my Wit became every Day more confpicu- 
ous; Carim feemed to derive greater Pleafure 
from my Company, and my Gratitude increafed 
in Proportion to his Love; he called me his 
Daughter, and I carefled him as my Father, 
But when I was about ten Years old, his Ten- 
dernefs affumed a different Appearance ; he now 
called me his dear Garaldi, and, without being 
taught, £ called him my dear Carim. Love 
was fuffered to take Poffeffion of our Hearts 
withgut Refiftance, and at length he declared 
his Intention to make me his Wife. I appear- 
ed to be more fenfible of the Pleafure than of 
the Honour of fuch an Alliance, and about fix 
Months ago we were married ; we were mu- 
tually happy in the Poffeffion of each other, but 
it was my Misfortune to pleafe a young Noble- 
man,’ who lived near us too well; his Name 
was Zenodor, and, as he did not hope to feduce 
my Virtue, he contrived to violate it not on! 

by Fraud but by Violence; he found Means to 
corrupt fome of my Servants, and one Night 
when he was informed that Carim would be 
abfent, he procured himfelf to be admitted into 
my Chamber, ‘while J was afleep, and laying 
alide his Garment and his Poignard, he came 
into Bed. I immediately awaked, and was ter- 
rified to perceive a Man fo near me. He en- 
deavoured to footh me by tender Proteftations, 
Vows, and Entreaties ; but perceiving that I 
refented every Attempt to reconcile me to In- 
famy, asa frefh Infult, he threaten’d to force 
me. [ then ftarted up, and feizing his Poignard, 
which I perceived by the Light of a Lamp, I 
attempted to {tab him ; but he called out to his 
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Attendants, whom he had ordered to wait with- 
in Call, and having, with their Affifiance, dif- 
arm’d me; he faid, You fee, Madam, that I 
am now Matter both of your Honour aad your 
Life, but your Courage and your Virtue have 
produced new Sentiments in my Breaft, and far 
from profecuting the Defign which IF under- 
took in the Phrenzy of Detire, I now throw 
myfelf at your Feet in the Anguifh of Remorfe. 
Let my Offence be obliterated by my Repen- 
tance, and asa Teftimony that you approve 
the Virtue which you infpired, at leaft conceal 
the Violence that I have offered you. I fwore 
by the Prophet I would hide the Secret in my 
Bofom, and he appeared to be fo fincerely con- 
trite, that 1 do not yet repent of my Promife. 

In the Morning, being in Bed with Carim, 
the Adventure of the Night was renewed in a 
Dream ; the fame Objects prefented themfelves, 
my Mind was agitated by the fame Emotions, 
and ftarting up in my Sleep, I fnatched the 
Dagger of Carim, which was lying in the 
Place where I imagined I faw Zenodor, and was 
juft about to plunge it in his Bofom, when hap- 
pily for us both, the Noife that I made waked 
him, and immediately catching hold of my 
Hand that held the Poignard, Wretch, faid he, 
is it thus that thou would’ft recompenfe my 
Bounty and my Love ? My Innocence produ- 
ced the Effeét of Guilt, and I was ftruck dumb 
with Aftonifhment and Horror.—But as foon 
as I recovered my Speech, I told him, that I 
was afleep when I rofe, and that my Attempt 
was the Effect of a Dream. He anfwered, that 
it could not be true; at leaft, that to believe it 
was impoffible. The Dread of not being 
able to convince him of my Innocence, and 
the Embarrafiment, in which my Vow not to 
reveal the Adventure which would have ac- 
counted for this Accident, had involv’d me, 
made my Voice falter, and covered me with a 
Confufion that rather confirmed than diffipated 
Sufpicion. 

But Carim mingled his Reproaches with 
Tears, and after 1 had urged him rather to 
plunge his Dagger in my Breaft than fufpeé& 
me of Infidelity or Ingratitude ; he feemed im- 
plicitly to believe my Affeverations, and wil- 
ling to forget the Circumftances which fo 
{ftrongly concurred againft me; but when he 
rofe he perceived a Man’s Girdle that Zenodor 
had left behind him, and all his Sufpicions be- 
ing renewed and confirmed by this Circum- 
{tance, he refolved upon Revenge ; to enfure 
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it, he feigned to believe me, and received and 
returned my Careffes in a manner that filled me 
with the Joy of Reconciliation. But leading 
me Yefterday into this Wood, he fuddenly 
drew his Poignard, and produced the Girdle 
that he found in my Chamber ; behold, faid he, 
the Proof of thy Crime, and receive the Pu- 
nifhment that it deferves. He then ftruck me 
with a trembling Hand and went from me in 
Confufion. His Sighs I ftill heard after he had 
left me, and the Sound grew fainter and fainter 
as the Diftance between us increafed. 

The Santon, who was aftonifhed at the Singu- 
larity of thefe Events, and who was touch’d 
with Pity for the Misfortunes of the Ladies, 
exhorted them rather to fuffer with Refigna- 
tion than to merit that Difgrace by repining at 
the Decree of Heaven, which they had not 
merited by the Irregularity of their own Con- 
du. Truft your juftification, faid he, to Pro- 
vidence, and be afiured that it will fpeedily be 
effected if you fhall continue to merit it by your 
Patience. Three or four Days afterwards when 
the Wounds of Gara/di were perfectly healed, 
the Sauton addrefled his Guefts to the following 
Effect : 

My dear Ladies! I have afforded you my 
Affiftance fo long as you ftood in Need of it, 
and I feared not the Magic of your Beauty 
while I was, by the Laws of Charity, required 
to expofe myfelf to its Power. But that would 
now become Prefumption which before was For- 
titude; [ have retired from the Wor!d, that [ 
might elude Temptation and fill up the filent 
and folitary Hours with Meditation and Prayer ; 
return therefore the Kindnefs I have fhewed 
you, and leave me to myfelf, Here are an 
hundred Sequins which I have received by the 
Charity of the Faithful, of which I cannot make 
a better Ufe than to alleviate your Diftrefs: 
Depart, therefore, ftill preferve that Virtue 
which its now your Confolation, and be affured 
that you will always be remembered in my Pe- 
titrons to the Almighty. 

The Ladies accepted the generous Offer of 
the Santon with Expreffions of the moft ardent 
Gratitude, and took again the Road that led 
them the fartheft from Ba/ra. As they went 
along, they confuited what they had beft to do, 
and Sa.ned at length propofed, that at the next 
‘Town they fhould procure themfelves Man’s 
Apparel by the Sale of their own, as they would 
be fecured under that Difguife from thofe Inju- 
ries to which female Youth and Beauty are al- 
moft perpetually expofed. Gara/d: approved 
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this Propofal, and it was accordingly carried 
into Execution at the next City, which hap- 
pened tobe a Sea Port. ‘The Adventurers, em- 
boldened by the Appearance which they had 
aflumed, determined to go on board a Merchant 
Ship which was ready to Sail. “hey purchafed 
fome Commodities, with which they intended 
to traffick, and having embarked with their Ven- 
ture proceeded happily on their Voyage, till 
they were fuddenly attacked by a Corfair, to 
whom after a fhort Refiftance, they were oblig- 
ed to firike. All the Perfons on board became 
Slaves, and the Corfair regarded the two young 
Gentlemen as the moft valuable Part of his 
Prize, as he doubted not but that they would 
fetch him aConfiderable Sum. The Corfair 
fold his Slaves at different Markets, and his two 
handfome Captives {till remaining on his Hands 
he carried them back to Ba/ra, where he hoped 
to fell them for an higher Price than had been 
offered at other Places. At Bafra he was ap- 
plied to, among other Purchafers, by Zenador, 
who exprefs’d great Aftonifhment at the fimi- 
litude of one of the Slaves to Garalai, and im- 
mediately purchafed him at the Price which the 
Corfair thought fit to fet upon him: But Colden 
for that was the Name which Garaldi had affu- 
med, earneftly requefted Zenodor that he might 
not be feparated from his Companion. Zenodor 
was yet more aftonifhed at the Voice than he 
had been at the Appearance of Colden, and as if 
he had indeed taken the Slave for his Miftrefs, 
he implicitly complied with the Requeft, and 
having purchafed both Colden and his Compani- 
on, he conducted them to his Houfe. Zenodor 
treated them with all the Gentlenefs and Hu- 
manity of a good Mafter, and they ferved him 
with Affection and Gratitude. Garaldi, who 
went every Day abroad into the City, frequent- 
ly met Carim, and always regarded him witha 
fixed Attention. Carim had often remarked 
this Rehaviour of Gara/d:, and it at length ex- 
cited his Curiofity. He examined the Perfon 
of the Slave, and being ftruck with the Refem- 
blance of his Wife, whom he believed he had 
left dead in the Woods, he informed himfelf of 
the Place of the pretended Ce/den’sabode. “Dhe 
Refembiance of this Slave to Gara/dj made an 
equal Impreffion on the Mind of Zencdor, and 
they were both wholly bufied in projecting diff- 
erent Methods of refolving their Doubts, Ca- 
rim one Day faw Colden go out of Zexodor’s 
Houfe, and enquired of him, if he fhould fcon 
return ; the Slave replied that he fhould ; be- 
caufe, added Carim, I have fomething to fay to 
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you. Wait a Moment, faid the Slave, and | 
will come to you. Colden then went about his 
Bufinefs, and Carim going into Zenodor’s Houfe 
enquir’d for Colden’s Room where he had not 
waited long before he hear’d Colden coming up ; 
but as he difcover’d that Zenodor was with him, 
he hid himfelf behind the Curtain, and was 
there Witne's to all that pafled between them. 
My dear Colden, faid his Matter, difguife no- 
thing from me; but, asan Acknowledgment 
of the Kindnefs with which I have treated you 
declare to me the whole Truth. Thou refem- 
bleft fo perfectly a Woman whom I once dearly 
loved, that I can fcarce believe but that thou 
art fhe. My Lord anfwered Co/den, I will 
difguife nothing; but firft let me _ intreat 
you to inform me by what means you loit 
that Woman whom f fo ftrongly bring back 
to your Remembrance. Zenoder then related 
all that had pafled between him and Garaldi; 
and added, that as fhe difappeared fome Days 
afterward, he did not doubt but that Carim’s 
Servants, who had firft betrayed their Miftrefs 
to him, had afterwards betrayed her to her Hus- 
band, and that fhe had fallen a Sacrifice to his 
Revenge. Do you ftill, my Lord, faid Colden 
love that Woman? I do, anfwered Zenodor, if 
tolove her, istoremember her Virtue with Re- 
verence and Admiration. Nor havel ceafed to 
repent my Temerity, and to lament the Mif- 
ery in which my Crime involved the guiltlefs 
Garaldi with Tears, Compun@tion and Remorfe. 
Colden’s Eyes overflowed at this Recital, and fhe 
difcover’d herfelf to be that Gara/di whom he 
had thus injured, and acquainted Zenodor b 

what Accident fhe loft the Affection of her Hus- 
band, who thought he had left her dead in the 
Wood, and whom fhe ftill loved with the fame 
Ardor as fhe could not accufe him of Injuftice ; 
and doubted not but that, in reflecting upon a 
Behaviour which mutt at leaft leave her Guilt 
uncertain, his Sufferings had been equal to her 
own. At this Recollection of her Misfortunes 
the Llears of Garaldi flowed ftill fafter ; thofe 
of Zenedar could no longer be fupprefied, and 
Carim rufhing from behind the Curtain threw 
himfelf at the Feet of his Wife inan Agony, 
which for fome Time rendered him Speechlefs. 
Zensdor was thrown into fome Confufion at ha- 
ving been thus difcovered by Carim, but the 
fincere Penitence which he had exprefled when 
he knew not that any other Witnefs than a Slave 
was prefent, eafily obtained his Pardon, and Ca- 
rim took home his Wife, with whom he paff- 


ed the Remainder of his Life in uninterrupted 
Felicity, 
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Saliued, who had aflumed the Name of Zuni- 
mam, was delighted at the fudden Happinefs of 
Garaldi her Companion in Misfortune, and 
tho’ fhe was encouraged by no favourable Ap- 
pearances, fhe confidered it as a Prefage of her 
own. She continued to ferve Zensdor with Di- 
ligence and Fidelity, but her Mind was not- 
withftanding {till bufied in contemplating the 
Singularity of her Fate; atid going one Day to 
the Place in which the Phyficians of the City 
ufed to aflemble, fhe expofed to them this ex- 
traordinary Queition, ** Whether a Woman 
** could poflibly became pregnant without the 
*¢ Concurrence of a Man?” The Queftion at 
firft exited even this folemn Affembly to Laugh- 
ter, but Zunimam intreated that they would 
take it into more ferious Confideration, tellin 
them that fhe had a Sifter, who declared herfelf 
to be in fuch Circumftances, and that her Life 
depended upon the Decifion of the Queftion. 
One of the Phyficians then called the Afiembly 
to Order ; they enter’d into the Debate, and 
the Affair was difcufled with fuch Penetration 
and Sagacity, that at length many of them 
were convinced by the mere Force of Reafon of 
the Poffibility of the Event. For the human 
Mind, notwithftanding that it is fometimes un- 
able to difcover the Caufes and Reafons of thofe 
Things which are, can yet frequently Account 
with great Clearnefs for thofe Things that are 
not. This Difputation of the Phyficians was 
prefently known in the City ; it became the 
reigning Topic of Converfation, and each Side 
of the Queftion had its Advocates : The greater 
Part of the Men were of Opinion that the Fa¢t 
was impoflible, and almoft all the Women af- 
firmed the Contrary. It happened that a Lady 
of the Town whofe Name was Mandrice, and 
who was entertaining two female Vifitors, a- 
mong other Chat ftarted this Queftion ; at firft 
it was treated with great Pleafantry and Merri- 
ment, but the Lady at length told them that 
fhe knew a young Lafs, who was ready to make 
Oath that fhe was in thofe very Circumftances, 
which were with fo much Confidence afhrmed 
to be impoiible. And what is the Story ? faid 
the Goflips. Why, faid Mandrice, if you will: 
promife to keep the Secret I will tell you: Sure 
you do not take us for Blabs, faid both the La- 
dies atthe fame Inftant ; for my Part l would 
fooner die than afford the leaft Reafon even to 
fu‘pect me of betraying aSecret confided to me, 
Well then faid Maendrice, I will tell you. And 
in the firt Place 1 muft confefs that 1 have had 
Gallantries, but we cannot reproach each other 
(To be concluded in our next)

AM one of thofe unhappy Beings, from 
whom many, that melt with Pity at the 
Sight of all other Mifery, think it nieehertois 
to with- hold Retief 3 whom the Rigour of vir- 
tuous Indignation dooms, often without a fuf- 
ficient Know ledge of their Cafe, to fuffer with- 
oat Complaint, and to perifh without Regard 5 
and when j myfelf have formerly infulted in 
the Pride of Reputation and Security of In- 
nocence. 

I am of a good Family, but my Father was 
burdened with more Children than he could de- 
cently Support, A worthy Relation, conde- 
fcending to make hima Vifir, in a Journey 
frotis ‘Lendon to his Country- Aeit, was touched 
with Compafion of his narrow Fortune, and 
refolved to eafe him of Part of his Charge, by 
taking the Care of one of the Children upon 
himfelf. Diftrefs on one Side, and Ambition 
on the other, were too powerful for paternal 
Fondnefs, and the little Family pafled in Re- 
view before him that he might take his Choice. 
I was then ten Years old, and, without know- 
ing for what Purpofe I was called to my Great 
eager endeavour’d to recommend myfelf by 

y beft Courtefy, fung him my prettieft Song, 
told the laft Suny that I had read, and fo much 
endeared myfelf by my Innocence, that he im- 
mediately declared his ‘Refolution to adopt me, 
and to educate me with his own Daughters, 

My Parents felt the common Struggles at the 
Thought of Parting, and, * fome natural 
“© Tears they dropped, but wiped them foon,.” 
They contidered, not without that falfe Efti- 
mation of the Value of Wealth, which Poverty 
long continued always produces, that I was 
raifed to a higher Rank than they could give me, 
and to Hopes of more ample Fortune than the 
could bequeath, My Mother fold fome of her 
Ornaments, to drefs me in fuch a Manner as 
might fecure me from Contempt at my firft 
Arrival, and, when fhe difmifled me, prefled 
me to her Bofom, with an Embrace which [| 
vet feel; gave me fome Precepts of Piety, 
which, howev er neglected, I have not forgotten; 
and uttered Prayers for my final Happinefs. of 


which T have not yet ceafed to hope, that they 
will at laft be granted. 
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My Sifters envied my new Finery, and feem. 


~ ed not much to regret our Separation ; my Fa- 


ther conduéted me to the Stage-Coach with 2 
Kind of chearful T endernefs, and in a very 
fhort Time I was tranfported to fplendid Apart- 
ments, and a Juxurious Table, and grew familiar 
to Show, and Noife, and Gaiety. 

In three Years my Mother died, having im- 
plored a Bleffing on her Family with her laft 
Breath. I had little Opportunity to indulge a 
Sorrow, which there was none to partake with 
me, and therefore :foon ceafed to reflect much 
upon my Lofs. My Father turned all his Care 
upon his other Children, whom fome fortunate 
Adventures and unexpected Legacies enabled 
him, when he died four Years after my Mother, 
to leave in a Condition above their Expecta- 
tions. 

I fhould have fhared the Increafe of his For- 
tune, and had a Portion afigned me in his Wi] ; 
but my Coufin affured him, that all Care for 
me was needle{s, fince he had refolved to place 
me happily in the World, and directed him to 
divide my Share amongft my Sifters. 

Thus was I thrown upon Dependance with- 
out any Refource. Being now at an Age in 
which young Women are initiated i in the World, 
I was no longer to be fupported in my, former 
Character, without confiderable Expence ; and 
ne, partly that I might not wafte Money, 
and partly, that my Appearance might not draw 
too many Compliments and Affiduities, I was 
infentibly degraded from my Equality, and en- 
joyed few Privileges above the head Servant, but 
that of receiving no Wages. 

I felt every Indignity, but knew that Refent- 
ment would precipitate my Fall. 1 therefore 
endeavoured to continue my Importance by 
little Services and aGtive Officioufnefs, and for 
a Tiree preferved mytelf from Neglect, ‘by with- 
drawing all Pretences to Competition, and 
ftudying to pleafe rather than to fhine.

sy this Stratagem, which I did not then un- 
Pe hrs he filled me with Tendernefs and 
Gratitude, compell’d me to repote on him as 
my only Support, and produced a Neceflity of 
private Converfation. He often appointed In- 
terviews at the Houfe of an Acquaintance, and 
fometimes called on me with a Coach and car- 
ried ine Abroad, My Senfe of his Favour, and 
the Defire of retaining it, difpofed me to ur- 
Jimited Complaifance, and, though I faw his 
Kindnefs grow every Day more fond, I did not 
fuffer any Sufpicion to enter my Thoughts. 
At laft the Wretch took Advantage of the 
Familiarity which he enjoyed as my Relation, 
and the Submiffion which he exaéted as my 
Benefactor, to complete the Ruin of an Orphan 
whom his own Promifes had made indigent, 
whom his Indulgence had melted, and } his Au- 
thority fubdued.

This Queftion about the Clogs being afterwards 
mentioned in Kenfington by one who was prefent at 
the Examination of Williams, Elizaveth, the Wife 
of Edward Hide, who js a ‘Vurnfpit in the King’s 
Kitchen, having heard it, declared that Mary 
Williams had given her four Pair of Clogs to fell a- 
bout a Fortnight fince, and that fhe had fold three 
Pair for her, and had delivered the fourth back again. 
This was afterwards depoled before the Juttice by 
Elizabeth Hide; upon which he caufed the faid 
Williams to be again taken up, who then confefled 
the Fatt, and faid fhe had received the Clogs from 
Baxter. 

It unluckily happens, that one Pair of thefe Clogs 
was fold to a, Gentlewoman who lay-in privarely at 
Kenfington, in the Houle where this Elizabeth Hide 
lodges, anda fecond to that Gentlewoman’s Maid.
